Eisenhower Given. 
Cam paign Control,

D EN VER, June 24 — (fC-Cen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower pitched his 
presidential campaign T u e s d a y 
squarely on a peace-or-war issue 
with his GOP opponent, Sen. Rob­ 
ert A. Taft of Ohio. 
The general laid down the bat­ 
tle lines in 
a 
television radio 
speech Monday night In which 
he blasted isolationists and de­ 
clared he was in politics primar­ 
ily because he believed peace 
was at stake in the contest for 
the GOP presidential nomination. 
He outlined his own peace and 
world security program in this 
way; 
1. Convince the world that Amer­ 
ica has a sincere devotion to peace 
and will not consider proposals for 
a “ preventive war.” 
2. Support the United Nations, 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation and other security agree­ 
ments as instruments*^ peace. 
3. Pursue a positive foreign pro­ 
gram. rather 
than

“ hand 
to 
mouth” operation, which will line 
up the Allies against the enslave­ 
ment of any nation. 
4. Build up spiritual and m ili­ 
tary strength which will convince 
the Russian leaders they must ac­ 
cept a “ just and practical plan” of 
world disarmament.

EISEN H O W ER ’S

visers admit they had made a mis­ 
take in not giving the general free 
rein to run his own show from the 
very start of his campaign.

His top command now feels that 
the general is more effective as a 
campaigner when he writes his own 
speeches and does things in a nat­ 
ural and unplanned manner.

New Rights Bill

new civil rights bill which would 
forbid racial or other discrimina­ 
tion by employers was handed the 
Senate Tuesday by its Labor Com­ 
mittee.

W ASHINGTON, June 24—VP—The 
civil rights program is in the polit! 
cal shadows at the moment but will 
emerge at the Chicago conventions, 
where both parties will 
have 
to 
take a stand on it. It may be vital 
in the election. 


The Republicans were mild on 
civil rights in their 1948 platform. 
This undoubtedly cost them plen 
ty among Northern Negro voters 
and ardent white supporters of a 
civil rights program. 
It 
didn’t 
kelp the Republicans directly in 
the South. 


If the Republicans don t 
wreck 
themselves this year by their own 
internal quarrels and 
again 
are 
mild on civil rights, it may cost 
them Northern Negro 
votes 
but 
may do them good this time among 
Southern whites. 
Both Gen. Eisenhower and Sen. 
Taft have made a strong pitch to 
win white Southerners away from 
their traditionally Democratic tick­ 
et. Neither has said a n y t h i n g 
which could inflame white South­ 
erners against them very much.

AMONG T H E various civil rights 
problems, the one getting the most 
attention in recent years has been J 
the 
F E P C , 
a 
fair 
employment i 
practices commission. 
The purpose 
of 
a 
government I 
F E P C would he to prevent employ- ; 
ors from discriminating against a j 
man—working or unemployed—be- j 
cause of his color or religious be­ 
lief. 
A presidential candidate can take I 
one of several positions: 
against 
a 
government 
F E P C 
altogether, 
leaving employment 
problems to 
the states; for 
a 
federal 
F E P C 
which is 
only 
advisory, 
lacking 
teeth, or for a federal F E P C with 
full power to compel an employer 
not to discriminate; 
meaning 
he 
can be punished if he does. 


That last one, the compulsory 
F E P C , is the goal of the most 
ardent Negro and Northern white 
advocates of civil rights. 
It 
is 
also the one which is sheer poi­ 
son to white Southerners. 


In his first news conference after 
coming home 
Eisenhower turned 
his back on a federal F E P C at all. 
He said he d leave the problem to 
the states. Taft 
would

along 
with a federal F E P C , but only the 
advisory kind.

fuls—Averell Harriman 
and

try. 
The justice probe. Mitchell said, 
came after the department heard 
rumors that political contributions 
had been made by leaders of the 
industry in 1948.

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Wheat Outlook Here Indicates a Record 
LaH-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Most of Fayette County's wheat grow­ 
ers and agricultural authorities are pre­ 
dicting one of the greatest wheat yields 
in the county's history, this year. 
This optim istic outlook is based upon 
conditions of future favorable weather but 
all agree that the present situation seem s 
rosy. 
From most other wheat producing sec­ 
tions of this nation come sim ilar reports 
Odds are being figured on the current 
wheat crop in K ansas-the 
bellwether 
wheat state—and have been posted as 79 
to 31 that the 1952 yield will surpass the 
record 
year of 
1947, when 
284.000.000 
bushels went through the Kansas com­ 
bines. 
Kansas is not only the nation's premier 
wheat-producing state, it also provides the 
best barom eter as to the size of the na­ 
tion's wheat crop as a whole. Kansas has 
a lousy clim ate and its Wheatfields are 
frequently insect-infested. Whenever Kan­ 
sas produces a good wheat crop, the re­ 
mainder of the wheat-producing 
coun­ 
try com es through, too. 
These odds are based on a study of pre­ 
dictions during past years. Since 1930 the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture has been 
too low on its forecasts of the Kansas 
wheat crop 79 times, pnd too high only 
21 times. 
Crop experts say the yield this year 
has 79 chances of reaching approximately 
300,000,000 bushels, and 31 chances of fall­ 
ing below the official estim ate of 264,000,- 
000 bushels. 
The 
harvest 
has 
not 
advanced 
far 


enough to give a comprehensive report 
on acreage yields. Only the earlier va- 
rities are being combined, but there seem s 
little doubt that all varieties will produce 
well. Some sources place the Kansas aver­ 
age at 25 bushels, which would place the 
total at more than 300.000,000 bushels. 
With favorable weather continuing, the 
main concern in the wheat country is in 
transportation and elevator space. Rail­ 
roads moved early to insure a supply of 
cars, but should the wheat ripen in several 
states at once, because of extrem e heat, 
there may be some transportation delay. 
But there seem s little doubt that this 
will be a prosperous year in the whedt 
country. 


Does Crime Pay? 
Salvatore Moretti, described as one of 
the most notorious lawbreakers in the na­ 
tion’s history, is dead at the age of 49. 
He did not die a gangster’s death for the 
simple reason that for once in his long 
and lawless career he was in jail. 


The Senate crime comm ittee had asked 
Solly how he made $84,000 in 1949 when 
he had no visible m eans of support. He 
told the commission he had lost his books, 
and fell back on his constitutional rights, 
He was sentenced to from two to three 
years in jail, and was on the point of be­ 
ing paroled when he died. Previously he 
had served six months on a charge of 
contempt.

Corruption Inquiry Bogs Down 


WASHINGTON. June 24—Pres 
ident T rum ans political aides 
now recall with belated approval 
his earlier warnings that they 
should not get panicky over Cap 
itol Hill charges of graft 
and 
widespread dishonesty within hi> 
official family. They agree with 
him that his belligerent tactics in 
the face of this legislative often 
sive have, as they put it, “ beaten 
the investigation rap.” 
Although the House has voted 
large sums for further investiga­ 
tion of political corruption 
and 
skulduggery in the treasury, jus­ 
tice. agriculture and defense de­ 
partments, showing its suspicions 
of 
“cleanup' 
pledges. 
White 
House stalling and active hostil­ 
ity may prevent any more dan 
gerous exposes between now and 
November. 
Any real housecleaning must 
be done by the incoming admin­ 
istration. And should it be Re­ 
publican, the cry will be raised 
that it was undertaken solely to 
give the newcomers an opportun­ 
ity to enjoy the “ spoils of vic­ 
tory.”

mind, the scandals might not re­ 
main as a blot on the Democrats

As to Japan, that 
country failed because it lacked 
food and oil, We now know that 
Japan was defeated long before 
the war ended.

“ This means avoiding dairy prod­ 
ucts, fatty meat, fried foods, soups, 
salad dressings, etc.” he said. 
The reason for this, he pointed 
out is that blood taken from a per 
son who has eaten these foods can 
not be used for plasma by the 
Red Cross. 


The only other restrictions on do­ 
nors, he said, are that they (I) be 
between the ages of 18 and 59 (2» 
must wait eight weeks between do 
nations and (3) must wait one to 
two weeks after having a cold. 
“ Each donor,” Mark said, “is 
given a short physical examina 
tion before being accepted at the 
blood mobile.”
